But members of the 
Reformer’s Club want the tra- 
dition modified, some demand- 
ing a sort of money back guar- 
antee, and advised the refusing 
to buy a girl of the marriage 
mart except at the husband- 
to-be’s own price and on the 
express condition that tf after 
a given period the purchased 
wife shows no signs of pro- 
ductively she would be returned 
to be repossessed and the full 
purchase price refunded by her 
parents, 

The bride price is a primi- 
tive form of marriage in- 
Surance, Custom dictates that 
the husband gets his money 
back if the marriage breaks 
up because of the wife’s mis- 
deeds, If he is at fault, he 
loses both bride and money, 

In many of the new nations, 
two types of marriages are 
available, One, under a 
marriage act, is patterned on 
British or French law, 
The other is native law and

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Until now medical scien- 
tists have been ‘unable to 
measure the direct influence 
of prenatal care upon the 
incidence of infants born 
with serious birth defects, 
which in the United States 
total about 250,000 a year. 
But scientists do know that 
the two are associated in 
some way. 

for example, we know that: 
« Faulty prenatal development 
is the principal cause of still- 
births, of babies handicapped by 
birth defects, and of infant 
deaths. 
¢ The causes of some infant 
deaths and defects are known 
and safeguards can be taken 
against them, 

* Defects that kill or cripple 
ure especially common among 
premature babies. 

* Some mothers run a greater 
risk than others of having: still- 
biyths or premature babies. 
These women ean often be idén- 
tified early in pregnaney and 
appropriate steps taken to pro- 
tect them and their infants, 

* Medical supervision, espe- 
cially in the early months of 
pregnancy, can minimize risks, 
save lives and reduce disability. 
Good prenatal care, for in- 
stance, does reduce the _ inci- 
dence of prematurity. 

Fortunately, we can say to- 
day that the chances are about 
15 to 1 that every time a baby 
is born in this country, happi- 
ness reigns. The parents can 
say, thankfully, “our baby is 
normal.” For every 15 normal 
infants, however, one will be 
born defective. The probability 
of a normal birth can be in- 
creased when the expectant 
mother receives continuous pre- 
natal care. 

The present state of prenatal 
care in this country is a cause 
of concern among physicians, 
public health agencies, Federal, 


state and local authorities, hos-

ing with this problem is made 
more difficult by our ever- 
increasing population.

viding prenatal care is twofold, 

The first aspect of the prob- 
lem is the inadequacy of exist- 
ing prenatal centers. There are 
not enough public clinies for 
prenatal care, particularly in 
the urban centers, and where 
they do exist they are usually 
overcrowded and understaffed. 

The second phase of the prob- 
lem involves attitudes of women 
for whom these clinies are pro- 
vided, It is in the lower-income 
groups that we find most of the 
indifference (and sometimes hos- 
tility) to prenatal clinics.

All too often these complaints 
are justifiable, The woman who 
says she is pregnant but not 
sick is usually correct. But she 
does need medical supervision 
during her pregnancy to catch 
unexpected complications that 
might make her sick or harm 
her baby. As in every other area 
of medicine, we obstetricians 
are primarily interested in pre- 
vention. 

In view of these difficulties 
and many others, it is greatly 
encouraging to know that The 
National Foundation-March of 
Dimes has launched a national 
program in which volunteers 
will seek to arouse public con- 
cern about defective prenatal 
development and then stimulate 
community action toward more 
and better prenatal care. 

This project is only one part 
of tne basic program of the 
March of Dimes organization 
which, in 1958, shortly after its 


conquest of polio, began sup- 
porting research for the pre- 
vention of birth defects and 


financed facilities for treatment 
of those infants born with these 
afflictions.

ALABAMA 
FOREST FIRE LAW 


The Forest Fire Law «! the State of Alabama, describes 
the following violations as misdemeanors and provides pen- 
alties of fines not less than $10.00 nor more than $1000,00; 
and with imprisonment in the county jail or sentenced to 
hard labor for not less than 10 days nor more than 12 
months: 

1. The wilful, malicious or negligent setting on fire, caus- 
ing or procuring to set on fire any woods, brush, prairie 
grass, grain, stubble or other inflammable vegetation on 
lands of another; 

2. Allowing fire to escape to lands of another; 

3. Setting on fire any debris or inflammable material 
without taking reasonable necessary precautions to prevent 
the escape of fire; 

4. Starting a fire in any forest, woodland or grassland 
by throwing away a lighted cigar, cigarette, match or by use 
of firearms; 

5. Setting, throwing or placing any device, instrument 
or paraphernalia in or adjacent to any forest, woodland or 
grassland with intent to set fire; 

6. Destroying, removing or defacing any fire warning 
signs or notices; 

7. Burning any new ground, field, grasslands or woodlands, 
adjoining woodlands or grasslands of another within an area 
which has been placed under organized forest fire protection 
by the Department of Conservation or any other agency 
without first reporting to the protection agency the time he 
intends to burn said land and location of same. 

All employees of the Departinent of Conservation shall have the power of

Pruning depends on growth 
habits and blooming char-

Frequent pruning usu- 
ally results in better 
growth and development 
than waiting until a major 
job is required, Severe 
pruning can disfigure 
plants and reduce flowering 
and fruiting. 

Generally, in pruning 
deciduous shrubs, cuttinga 
third of the old stems at 
ground level and another

Whether your shrubs 


are spring flowering, 
summer flowering or a 
fruiting plant also de- 
termines when to prune. 

Spring flowering shrubs 
produce flowers on the 
previous season’s growth 
and you should not prune 
them until immediately 
after flowering. These in- 
clude; spirea, flowering 
quince, flowering almond, 
forsythia, mockorange, 
deutzia, weigela, azalea, 
hydrangea, redbud, sweet- 
shrub, tamarix, pearl-bush 
and magnolia-saucer. 

Late winter or early 
spring is the best time to 
prune such summer 
flowering plants as bar- 
berry, crapemyrtle, ker- 
ria, lingustrum, butterfly- 
bush, honeysuckle, althea, 
abelia, chaste-tree and 
beautyberry. These shrubs 
produce flowers onthe cur- 
rent season’s growth, 

Fruiting plants such as 
hollies, Pyracantha, Co- 
toneaster, viburnum and 
Nandina produce fruit on 
the previous  season’s 
growth, Prune them in late 
winter as old fruit deterio- 
rates. Caution--severe 
pruning results in greatly 
reduced flowering and 
fruiting. If in doubt, prune 
after flowering to avoid 


removing all flowering and 
fruiting branches,
